DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: With regards 
to independent claim 29, the closest prior art of record Srinivasan (WO 01/31816 A1), 
discloses an audio quality measure but fails to disclose in particular with regards to a 
method for qualitatively evaluating a digital audio signal "directly estimating quality of 
said digital audio signal as a function of said quality indicator" where said quality 
indicator is associated with time windows and calculated, using a measuring system 
comprising "a) calculating a temporal activity of the digital audio signal in each of said 
time windows, b) calculating a sliding average over N1 successive values of the 
temporal activity, and c) retaining a minimum value of Ml successive values of the 
sliding average" in combination with the all of the other limitations of independent claim 
29 including limitations regarding the number of elements of the quality indicator. 
Therefore Srinivasan and likewise the other prior art of record fail to disclose the 
patentably distinct limitations of claim 29 and it would not have been obvious to one of 
ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention to modify the prior art to include all the 
limitations of claim 29.
